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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Araki fully anticipates ail the features claimed in 
independent claims. In response to applicant argument regarding Araki's rate-distortion being done during compression steps rather than 
on compressed audio stream as claimed. However, the specification of the claimed invention indicates that input audio signal is 
"separated into 49 frequency bands". Perceptual modelling is then applied to the MDCT coefficients to estimate the maximum amount of 
distortion that can be withstood by each coefficient (page 8, lines 1-7). These two steps occur before the quantization step or coding step 
(page 8, lines 1-13). Thus, Araki fully anticipates this limitation. Regarding to applicant's second point of argument regarding heuristic 
modelling, the perceptual model as taught by Araki is considered as heuristic model. Applicant Is advised to clearly define the term 
"heuristic model" in the claim language and specifically point out how "heuristic model" is different from perceptual model. 
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
